The WasliiiigloH Treaty. 

The second dWulon of our romfiika 
on tho Washington Treaty refers to the 
fiehery clti i HpcciiUly. Tlitse cIihibcs 
might import ntly concern this Proviiioo 
if tho Treaty were extended to U» In 
onr first article oti the WaBbington 
Treatj- we phowed, for roasonn ihoroin 
stated; ibat llioro is bomo ground lor 
BoppOBing thut British Columbia ns 
"ouo of Hor Miijosly't) possoPsions 
in North America," was compre- 
hended, ni all events, within 
the Bcopo of tho inteotion of Hor 
Mejfcsty'a government iu nmldng pro- 
posals for B conleronce — proposals 
which were nccepied by iho PrcsidouL of 
the United S'utc>i. The objuot of our 
attempting to ostabliBh this inttrprota- 
tioD was simply to suggest a Blartiog 
point for any proposal which tho Domin- 
ion Goverumont may now induce tho 
Homo Government to mako to tho Unit, 
•d Stntos for the exleneion ot tho 
Treaty to this quarter of iho world. Wo 
knew ail tho while that tho text of tho 
Treaty itself coald not bo conetraed to 
include Britieh Columljia, ihuugb, as 
above said, the original intention of Hor 
Mojesty'a Govcrnraenl may have been 
to embrace this rrovineo. Wo will 
DOW proceed ati propo.-srd to roraiuU 
upon the fishery articles, uumhers 18 to 
25, wbioh, we have said, are not vory 
clear In Bomo reepoots. Articles 18 and 
19 are what may bo called tiic 
granting " arlicleH among liie tiflhery 
urticles of the Tioiity. Arncbj l8 con- 
firma Ibo fithory rigUth teeured to' eiii- 
zens of ibo United Slates by the 
convention of 1818 cn certain coasts, 
and gives them, additionally, for lO 
yearti, ttio libeny to take li-h on the 
coasts of certain specijicd Frovinccs, 
namely, Quebec, 24ova aeotia and Ntw 
Bruntiwick, alHO ot the Culouy ol' Priueo 
Edward Island. Tiio article does not 
give the AmerioaDs any right to taUe 
fiab in British Go'Dmbtan waters, nnless 
guch right were given by the convention 
of 1818, which wo hnvo not ai band to 
refer to. Article l!), contlati', ely to 
article 18, grar.ts to lintir U hubjeoiu the 
right of taking (isb " oti liio ousteru uea- 
coMt and shores of the United Staioy, 
north of ibe 39th parallel of north lati 
tadc." Ther-e two articles of the Treaty 
are evidently meant to give ctrluin ruci- 
prooai, equal ngbiri. Tlio fuel ot eastern 
seacoasts alcuo of both counliite being 
named in Iheso urtioles may bo taken to 
show thf iniontioQ ot tho oommisBioDerH 
that the arrangement as to tho tight d 
taking fish was* to be limited to the 
eastern shoros of the conliueot. Special 
pleading from the PioiocuiB and the pre- 
sumed inteoLionb r.f the two goverumeuls 
cannot afftci this mterpietation ot ibo 
text o( these artiolea. It may not be 
amiss to observe at this stogo that tho 
above-named liberty, grunted recipro- 
cally to lake fish, doi.a riot extend to 
■almoo and shad and uihor fisiieries ''in 
rivers and mouths ol riven-," This may 
make it of some cou^aqueuco to know 
what the "mouth" ot a nvor really in. 
Again, the Treaty throws open the 
*'Bea'' Balu'On ti'-lierii.-.-i i" InuborH, 
bays and creeks, without any provision 
that they shall not bo lecklcf-ly h.-lieii 
at all seusons. A cordon of forunuuble 
fishing engines may be plu''(-d jiint oul- 
Bide the presumed »' mouth" ol a river 
and thus the iogresH of Bolmon may be 
efifeotually prevented. A< rt-iiurd^-' lu ti- 
dle2U, wo have not a C( [ y oi Uio Treaty 
of 185-1: to refer to, and do not reniom- 
ber whether it allecto British Columbii' 
or any portion of the Troviuce, nor 
whether it affects anything eaid above 
as to the salmoD flsbories, but wo believe 
it does not. 

The next article, 21, win eh 
RiatoB a suppoBOd equivalent for tho 
flah-ialdng priviligen gruK'.ed in article;. 
18 and 19, the key oi tho fishery arti- 
tiolos of tho Treaty. This article re^ 
quires amendment, ti\ough it is a vory 
Bbort one. its detects vero poir ted 
oat by Mr Sproat, in tho Canadian 
press, on the lirst publication ot the 
Treaty. Tho chief defuct ui tbid article 
appears to bo a vi^rUal defect. Ttie 
article does not convey what it was 
meant to convey, Tno meiinjng is evi- 
dent, namely, rceipruoul iree traily m 
fish oil and fish between ceiiuin Bniisb 
poseeBsions and iho Umled Siatoa, but 
the words do i.ol exiTcrfH tlii.s invaning. 
They expresrt the ubaurdity that United 
Slates tish and li di oil may go free into 
the United atates ; Canada fish and fish 
oil free into Canada, and so forth, A 
qnoBlion has arisen in ibiti Proviaco as 
to the meaning ol the expreasiun " Do- 
BQiniou of Canada," ii\ ;iriiele 2l. Ar- 
ticle l8,it has been rhown, doe-- notj^ive 
tho Americans any right to take fish in 
British Columbian watern. JMeAortho- 
lesB some petaooB ia Bri ioh Columbia 
Iiave said with reforeuco lo article 21. 

Tho produce of ti c li..!ie>-iiH of the 
Dominion ol Cunuda, recording to arti- 
cle 21 may go frca of iluty mio the 
United Staltw — I'O litnitu'ion being utat- 
od as to the eastern puruon merely ot 
theso Stutea, Uritii-ii Columljiii ia 
part ofj tbe DuHiuiion ef Cunivda, 
ihoiefore Jiriiieb (Jolumbio fioberj 
prodneo may no free into WaBhing- 
ton Territory, or into Oregon and Oaiafor- 
nia." 1 his ut{;unioi)t is ingonious, but will 
not bear cxaminution. Brilieh Colunibin 
wai not a part ot tho DoiiiiDion whun the 
Trsaty was coDoluded. Hud thi: I'oiiiinion 
bean a sovereign Treuiy-miikiiif; ijuwur, u 
gendral Treaty bulwcon the Dominion and 
tbe Uuitod Stales would have tzteoded, aa ol 
oourso, to pny uocretions to the territory 
of ei'hor, at leuft vu.iil the tciti- 
tptial additiona in li'hor cnHii Ijeenniu hi, 
gieat ai 10 alteriall thu coodiiionn oxiHiing 
wb«a tbe Treaty wub inu'lc, liut the 
WftibioKten Tromy is not a Trenty iimdo

have on the mindi of tho CooimiBiioodrs 
who may meet at Halifax to determine 
whether ao;,aDd if lo^wbat naoney is doe from 
America to EoRland for the fiah-t;iicing pri- 
vllej^es oooordod to the United States under 
arilcln 18 of the Treaty. Tbo remaioini; 
Gtibery urtiolas are merely formal ones. We 
will conclude oar remarki on tbe Treaty io 
another artiole.
